Mxom Wis note-Boo?!. 



In a note-book found upon the body of 
Second Lieutenant A. H. W. Heattv, of 
the Maiicheater Regiment, says Amwers, 
the following; versea were found. He had 
evideiillv jottetl theui down ahorlly before 
the action in wtiich he met hi^ death. 
There is something proplietic in them — aa 
though tlie writer has some foreknowledge 
that his own time was coming. 

In I'landers fields the poppies grow 
Between the crosses, row on row, 
That mark one place ; and in the sky 
The larks, still bravely singing, fly 
Scarce heard amid the guns below. 

We are the dead — short time ago 

We lived — felt dawn — saw sunset glow. 

Loved — and were loved — and now we lie 
In Flanders fields. 

Take up your challenge with the foe ! 
To you from failing hands we throw 

The torch — 'tis yours to hold it high ! 

If ye break faith with ua who die 
We shall not sleep — though poppies grow 
In Flanders' fields. 
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Sonic of the exploits of the late 
Captain Ball, V. C, were uiostexcit- 
itlg. He was especially noted for 
getting himself into the tightest 
corners and then, in an instant, turn- 
ing defeat into victory and coming 
out of the fight victorious. 

Upon one occasion in the early part 
of hi.<i career as a fighter he had gone 
.some twenty miles across the enemy 
lines, vainly looking for some one 
to fight with. P'inally he saw two 
enemy machines flying together. 
Without hesitation he flew straight 
these two and engaged them in a 
fight which lasted over ten minutes, 
at the end of which time he found 
that he had run out of ammunitiou. 
The two enemy machines had al.so 
had enough of it by now and seized 
their first opportunity to escape, 
diving down to the ground. 

Ball was much disgusted at this 
and emptied six round.<j from his re- 
volver at the diving machines. He 
then seized a piece of paper and a 
pencil which he had with him, and 
wrote out a challenge for the same 
two machines to meet him at the 
same spot the next day. 

At the appointed time Ball turned 
up on the spot, and a few minutes 
later the same two enemy machines 
approached him from the east. He 
flew toward them to engage in h 
fight, but at that moment three more 
of the enemy came down from the 
sky and attacked him It was a 
carefully laid trap and he had fallen 
into it without even suspecting that 
there was one. 

The three enetuy machines that 
had attacked him from behind were 
of the latest fighting type and were 
all flown by exi)ert men. At every 
turn Ball, who was underneath and 
was thus at a slight disadvantage, 
found himself out mancruvered. 
Turn and twist as he would, he al- 
ways found one of the enemy on top 
of him and another just ready to 
catch him if he turned the other way. 
Several times bullets passed within 
inches of him. Finally, deciding to 
escape, he realized that he must do 
something extraordinary; so he div- 
ed toward the ground and, picking 
out a large field, glided into it and 
landed. The three enemy machines 
at once sus|)ecled that he had been 
shot and forced to land, and they all 
glided down and landed, either iu 
the same field with him or the ad- 
joining one. 

Then, jumping out of their ma- 
chines, they ran over to Captain Ball. 
However, Ball, who had carefully 
foreseen exactly what would hap|x:n, 
had kept his engine running slowly 
while he was on the ground, and the 
moment he saw the others come out 
of their machines he tore off again 
and flew away from them. By the 
time the first of the Huns had been 
able to get oil the ground, Ball was 
over half a mile away and had made 
good his escape. The risk he took 
in landing this way was very great, 
as his engine might have stopped 
when he landed, in which case there 
would have been no way of starting 
it again and escaping. 

On another occa.siou, at)out six 
months later, he had an experience 
just as thrilling as the one above. 
He bad chased an enemy machine 
for ten miles behind its lines and, on 
turning to come home, found himself 
cut off by several groups of the ene- 
my. Picking out a group just in 
front of him, and the smallest group 
which was trying to cut him off, he 
dcoidcd to fly striaght iit the ma- 
chines and through them. There 
were four in the party, and as he 
flew toward them they all opened 



fire at him, while he did the same 
at them. 

The leader of the enemy patrol 
did not like it, however, and swerv- 
ed to one side, just| as Ball was 
hoping he would. Two of his 
followers did the same thing, perhaps 
in the hope they would be able to 
catch Ball from the flank; but it was 
all according to Ball's plan, and he 
carried on straight at the last man, 
whom he hoped would also turn.

Ball told me 

later that he was quite sure in his 

own mind that the man intended 

ramming him and thus causing 

death to them both. 

Many bullets struck Ball's machine, 
one hitting an oil pipe allowing the 
oil to leak and splash over him. His 
face was covered with it and .some of 
it got in his eyes and he could hardly 
.see. He closed his eyes and flew 
straight, firing as he went expecting 
every second to hear the awful crash 
wnen they would strike. The other 
man, however, when only about 
twenty yards away, suddenly dived 
down and went straight to earth, 
where Ball saw him crash into the 
ground. 

Upon looking back upon the en- 
counter, Ball came to the conclusion 
that he must have killed his adver- 
sary with an early shot and the way 
iu which the German fell buck in his 
seat must have just held the machine 
in a level position for the length of 
time which he came on straight at 
him. Ball thought the man's fingers 
must have lemaiued on the triggers 
of his guns. Ball managed to escape 
the remainder of the crowd, but a 
little later be had a most terrifying 
experience. While crossing the lines 
he had to pass overs very intense 
battle raging on the grouud. Shells 
were dropping everywhere and he 
knew that in flying over this ground 
he was passing through air which 
was literally full of shells in their 
figbt. 

Suddenly, with an awful sound, 
a shell struck his machine about two 
feel behind where he sat, passing 
clean through the body of the ma- 
chine without exploding. The un- 
fortunate part of it was that in pass 
ing through the machine it practical 
ly severed sU his controlling wires, 
which meant that all the mechanism 
which directed the machine — except 
a few strands of the cable — had been 
destroyed. 

His machine immediately went 
into a spinning nose dive and fell, 
oat of control. Simply by means of 
the most delicate handling and great 
skill he managed, when only 2,000 
feet from the ground, to regain con- 
trol of his machine and headed it in 
the ditection of home. Any ordi- 
nary pilot would have been content 
to come down and land in the first 
field; but not so Ball. His aero- 
drome was still twenty miles away; 
yet he flew thisdanntged machine all 
the way to it and lauded there with- 
out further damage. 

His flight home must have been a 
terrible experience, as the shell in 
passing through his machine had 
strained it and damaged it tremen- 
dously, and at any moment llu: 
whole machiuH might have collapsed 
and fallen in pieces ; yet Ball with 
his customary coolness and courage, 
brought it back home to his aero- 
drome and landed. Twenty minutes 
later he was in another machine and 
on his way to the lines to look for 
another fight. — Major Wm. C.

Pbrsis Swbtt Bowdbn. 

Persis Swett Bowden, widow of 
John Bowden, of Marblehead and 
Beverly, Mass., died suddenly, Fri- 
day, October 25th, from an attack 
of acute indigestion, at the home of 
her brother-in-law, George T. San- 
ders, Mount Airy, Pa 

Several years ago she left Beverly, 
Mass. , and made her home in Mount 
Airy, to be near her only surviving 
sister, Mrs. George T. Sanders. Her 
health was then none of the best, 
but she took an active interest iu the 
social life of the deaf community of 
Philadelphia, and in the work of All 
Souls' Church. Her unfailing cheer- 
fulness and patience, her simple, 
yet sublime faith in the goodness of 
God, her readiness and anxiety to be 
of service as far as bodily infirmities 
would permit, endeared her to a 
wide circle of friends and acquain- 
tances. 

Her death is a distinct loss to the 
community in which for over thirty 
years, she labored, with zeal and 
devotion. 

The funeral service was held at 
her late residence in Mount Airy, 
Monday evening, October 28th. 
The Rev C. Orivs Dantzer, of All 
Souls' Church officiated. The 
casket was almost covered with the 
the numerous beautiful floral tri- 
butes from far and near, which 
testified to the love and esteem in 
which Mrs. Bowden was held. 

The pall bearers were George A. 
Wise, Ullis M. Pearce, Francis Hau- 
ley, J. A. Mcllvaine, R. M Zeigler 
and John A. Roach. Three of Mrs. 
Bowden's former pupils at the Be- 
verly School, and now residents of 
Philadelphia, were present at the 
.service. They were Miss Delia Ge- 
row, Mr. George A. Wise and Mr, 
Francis Hanley. The remains were 
accompanied to Beverly by her son 
in law, lillis M Pearce, and laid to 
rest in the family plot of the historic 
cemetery in that quaint New England 
town. Mrs. Bowden leaves a sister, 
Mrs. George T. Sanders, and two 
daughters, Mrs. Kllis M. Pearce and 
Mrs. Alex. S. McGhee. By a 
strange coincidence, Mrs McGhee's 
mother-in-law died the day before 
Mrs. Bowden. and the funerals of 
iMjih were held on the .same day. 

The name of Persis Swett Bowden 
is linked with the educational and 
social history of the deaf of New 
Kngland. The greater part of her 
life was spent as a teacher in the 
little school for the deaf at Beverly, 
Ma.ssachusetts, on the shores of 
Marblehead Bay. Here for upwards 
of thirty years she labored to incul- 
cate in the children committed to her 
care the qualities of mind and heart 
that go towards making intelligent, 
independent, God-fearing men and 
women. All unconsciously at the 
satne time she was winning the love 
and esteem of an ever increasing 
circle of boys and girls, as they pro- 
gressed from the prituiiry to the 
higher classes and thence to gradua- 
tion. The atmosphere of the little 
.school was distinctly hotne like. 
The teachers and pupils were 
brought into clo.sest contract, and 
under more care and oversight than 
is usually found in larger establish- 
ments, where the numl)er of pupils, 
and a numerous stnflf, and more often 
a lack of genuine interest in their 
work on the part of the teachers, 
creates a peculiar attitude of in- 
difference that is a harmful to both 
pupils and teacher. Not a lit^tle of 
the success that crowned Mrs Bow- 
den's efforts was due to the fact that 
she too was deaf. She brought to 
her work in the class- room that 
understanding of the deaf child's 
mind and heart, and that deep and 
sincere sympathy, that seems to be 
an inherent quality iu all the really 
successful deaf teachers of the deaf. 

It was not in the Academic halls 
that Mrs. Bowden found all her 
work. She saw l>eyond the narrow 
confines of the class room, and the 
same Jceen i^ercejUion of the needs of 
the deaf, led her to take an earnest, 
unselfish, interest in their welfare in 
the great world outside. She was 
a leader in the religions work among 
the deaf of New England, frequently 
holding services and preaching plain, 
vigorous sermons, at Beverly, 
Salem, Boston, and other places. 
She conducted Bible Classes at vari- 
ous centers, occasionally gave read- 
ings and lectures, and in every way 
tried to exert a helpful influence 
on her fellow deaf. Her work was 



done without ostentation, without 
the hope of pecuniary reward, solely 
as her humble contribution to cheer- 
ing and strengthening the lives of 
those who needed just such counsel, 
comfort and encouragement. 

She founded the Ladies' Auxiliary 
of Boston, the organization that has 
done so much to establish the New 
England Home for the Aged and In- 
firm Deaf. She wa.s active in its af- 
fairs for many years, till her removal 
to Philadelphia made attendance at 
the meetings impossible, but she 
kept up her connection with the 
Auxiliary, and exhibited a helpful 
interest iu its affairs to the day of 
her death 

Her last few years were spent in 
Mount Airy. For a time she and 
her youngest daughter, Helena, 
made their home near her sister, 
Mrs Sanders. After Helena's mar- 
riage a few years ago to Mr. Alex. 
McGhee, Mrs. Bowden took up her 
residence at the' Iieautiful home of 
her sister. There she was surround- 
ed with all care and affection possi- 
ble to give, and she was supreme- 
ly happy in spite of increasing 
infirmities. The home of the San- 
ders was often the scene of social 
gatherings of the younger set, and 
Mr^. Bowden enjoyed these, parties. 
She liked to .see the house overrun 
with yoting people, and that was the 
way it was when Mr. and Mrs. San- 
ders entertained. The house from 
cellar to attic was open, and there 
was running and romping up and 
down the staircase and through the 
spacious rooms. Mrs. Bowden would 
sit in her favorite chair in the 
cheery dining room, where she could 
watch the games going on. The 
young people loveil her. All who 
come in contact with her fell under 
the charm of her simple, sweet, 
kindly disposition. 

So we bid her farewell. She 
rests under the shade of the stately 
elms in|tbe little God's acre in far 
off Beverly. A dear, kind, mother- 
ly woman, bearing patiently through 
life a heavy burden, yet striving to 
make lighter the burdens of others. 
The road was long and rough, 
but made bright by the blossoms 
of good, deeds un.selfishly done. 
Harder it was as the jouniey neared 
the end, but the love that you 
shed abroad, comes back to you 
seven-fold to ."«trengthen and stis- 
tain you. Now t!>e goal is won 
The burden is cast aside. For you 
there is rest and surcease, and 
the joy of the master's voice as 
he welcomes you to your reward : 
" Well done, thou good and faithful 
servant, "

Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo 
has announced that, no matter what 
the results of the pending overtures 
for j>eace may be, there will be an- 
other Liberty loan. To use his ex- 
pression, " We are going to have to 
finance peace for a while just as we 
have had to finauce war." 

There are over 2,000,000 United 
States soldiers abroad. If we trans- 
port these men back to the United 
States at the rate of 300,000 a 
month, it will be over half a year 
before they are all returned. Our 
Army, therefore, must be maintain- 
ed, victualed, and clothed for many 
months after }>eace is an actuality. 

The American people, therefore, 
having supported the Liberty loan 
with a patriotism that future his- 
torians will love to extol, will have 
an opportunity to show the same 
patriotism in financing the just and 
conclusive victorious peace whenever 
it comes 

Not for a moment, however, is the 
Treasury acting on any assumption 
that peace is to come soon. Until 
peace is actually assured the attitude 
of the Treasury and the attitude of 
the whole United States Government 
is for the most vigorous prosecution 
of the war, and the motto of force 
against Germany without stint or 
limit will be acted up to nntil peace 
is an absolute accomplished fact. 

One more Liberty loan, at least, 
is certain. The fourth loan was 
popularly called the " Fighting 
Loan;" the next loan may be a 
fighting loan, too, or it may be a 
peace loan. Whatever the condi- 
tions, the loan must be prepared for 
and its success rendered certain and 
ub.solute. Begin now to prepare to 
support it.

Trickling in through the Post- 
office, from across three thousand 
miles of menacing ocean, and the hor- 
rible iuferuo of the trenches, come 
the letters and missives of our boys 
at the Front. Mostly written in 
pencil on triangle-stamped station- 
ery, daring brief respites in the 
Y. M. C. A. Huts and Canteens ; 
occasionally in the shelter of dug- 
outs deep in the soil of France, 
amid the thunder of the guns, these 
letters link us here in the peace and 
quiet of America with our fathers, 
brothers and sons holding at bay 
the forces warring against civiliza- 
tion and democracy. Whatever a 
letter has meant to tu in the old 
days, there is something sacred in 
these letters that come to us from 
our absent. ones today. They are 
handed around, among relatives 
friends and neighbors, till the writing 
is all blurred and the ]>aper soiled and 
torn. They tell so much, and yet so 
little, bat the anxiety 6f ttje long, 
waiting periods is forgotten for the 
moment in the joy of the receipt of 
the message from " Over There." 

It is with a feeling of pride that 
we deaf people read the list of sons 
of deaf pMirents serving with the 
colors in France. We are glad to get 
news of them. It is an honor to be 
permitted to read the letters that 
come from them. It makes as fell 
that we have more than a passive 
share in (he great struggle. We are 
in sympathetic concord with the 
fathers and mothers, who proudly 
exhibit these letters. We envy them, 
and with the envy is a kind of pride 
that we are privileged to share in this 
reflected glory. Recently, Dr. Fox re- 
ceived a letter from his youngest son, 
Sergeant Elliot D. Fox, The ser-jve^ber ,oth 
geant had gone " over the top." a I the College 
few days previous, at some place 
□ear Amiens, where the Germans 
were ofiFering stubborn resistance. 
He wrote from " rest billets," where 
his regiment was refitting after two 
weeks' heavy fighting, and was ap- 
parently in the best of health and 
spirits and eager for another dash 
towards the Rhine. Dr. Fox has 
another son. Captain Edwin R. D. 
Fox, who has been in France over a 
year, and whose regiment has cover- 
ed itself with glory. The photo- 
grabs of Captain Fox, which his 
father recently received, show the 
young man as he is near the head- 
quarters of bis regiment somewhere 
not far from Verdnn. 

There is ' Billy" McClusky, son of 
Mrs. Johanna McClusky, now in the 
U. S. Marine Corps.' His last letter 
to his mother was written by the 
flickering light of a candle in the 
cramped qtiarters or a shelter tent, 
tint is full of the cheerfulness and 
courage that is characteristic of the 
American soldier, whereby they can

ATHI-BTICS 

IIHenceforth November 9th shall 
always be an eventful day whenever 

I Gallaudet athletics are discussed. 
On that date, for the first time as for 
back as anyone at present connected 
with the College can rake bis 
memory, Gallaudet conquered its 
ancient rival. Catholic University, 
on the gridiron. The score, 9 to o, 
cannot be taken at iu face valae, for 
it fails to reveal the extent of our 
superiority. Never was that in 
doubt. At every stage of the game 
we had the ball in the enemy's 
territory, but lacked the final pooch. 
One of the oddities of the fracas was 
the frequency with which the Buff 
and Blue wearers of the moleskin 
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wc have a very formidable combina- 
tion even without him. After last 
Saturday's game the big fellow was 
foand suffering with acute indiges- 
tion and tonsilitis, and was unable 
to take part in this important game. 
While the team felt his absence keen- 
ly, especially on the offensive, it 
nevertheless pat up an excellent 
game. Full back was held down by 
Matthew, one of the lightest men on 
the Southern grids. Weighing only 
(33 pounds, he is a mere pigmy 
alongside Deer, a big 200 pounder. 
Too much cannot be said of the 
plucky little fellow, for he exceeded 
the fondest hopes of the most rabid 
Gallaudet rooter. 

The kick-off was caught by Glas- 
cott, who carried the ball to mid- 
field. The pig-skin did not remain 
in the Brooklanders' possession long 
however, for they lost it on straight 
downs. By a series of line-plunges 
and end runs, Gallaudet arrived on 
the opposition's thirty yard line be- 
fore the game was five minutes old. 
Shawl then registered a goal from 
the field. 

The Buff and Blue was within 
striking distance of a touchdown 
several times in the first and second 
quarters. Employing a varied attack 
in which line bucking, end runs, and 
criss-cross plays predominated, they 
had the Brooklanders at their wit's 
end trying to stop their advance. 
Again Shawl was called upon for a 
goal from the field, but this time his 
kick went awry. Had Deer been 
playing, at least one touchdown 
would have been made in this half. 
One of the primecauaesof the team's 
inability to score was the poor form 
shown by Downes in forward passing. 
His long accurate throws are one of 
the team's best modes of attack, but 
in this game he was awry off color. 
But for this, the score would have 
been more decisively in our favor. 

The third quarter opened with the 
usual rush on the part of the Buff 
abd Blue backs. Bouchard and Os- 
borne on the left side of the line 
were opening holes through which 
the back men made consistent head- 
way. The.se two men paved the way 
for most of the gains made through 
the line. On the other side, Burns 
put up his usual good game, but was 
handicapped in having Connor, a 
green youngster, beside him. He 
virtually had to keep an eye on both 
the guard and tackle positions. In 
this period, as in the other two, the 
playing centered around Catholic 
University's goal posts, but as be- 
fore, we lacked the power to push the 
ball across. However, the fourth 
period told a different story. Gal- 
laudet made a steady march up the 
field. Twice criss-cross plays caught 
the Brookland boys off their guard 
and added yards to our progress. 
Once Bouchard was given the ball, 
and while the opposition was being 
drawn to the wrong man, he sped 
down a clear field. But he stum- 
bled and was pulled down from be- 
hind after he had gone twenty yards. 
On the other play. La Fountain 
obtained twenty yards. These, 
coupled with the line plunging of 
Shawl, Downes, and Matthew, 
brought the team within a yard of 
the last chalk-mark. Matthew then 
pierced the line for the lone touch- 
down of the game. Shawl missed 
the goal from touchdown. At this 
juncture of the game, the old fight- 
ing spirit of Gallaudet showed it- 
self. While Catholic University 
was rashing fresh new men into 
the game, every player who opened 
the game for Gallaudet was there 
at the end of this gruelling con- 
test. More than once, time had 
to be called till our men recovered 
from some injury , but not one was 
taken ont of the game. Tired as 
they were, they swept everything 
before them in the last few minutes 
of play and placed the pig-skin 
on the J Brook landers' twenty-yard 
line. Only he whistle prevented 
them from scoring again. 

The line-up was greatly strengh- 
thened with Bouchard at left end and 
Capt. Osborne at left tackel. 
Bouchard proved beyond all doubt 
that if there is one position he can 
play, that position is end. He put 
up a fine defensive game, while his 
twenty yard run was one of the 
features of the game. While Os- 
borne's playing at end was satis- 
factory, he is the l>esi tackier on the 
team, and in being shifted to the 
line, he adds much strength to the 
team. 

Next Saturday, in encountering 
Pennsylvania Military College, at 
Chester, Pa. , the Buff and Blue meets 
another old enemy. Last year we 
were beaten by that team, 14 to 6, 
but this time we hope to tarn the 
tables on them

Ou October 31st, Mr. and Mrs. 
W. L. Sawhill, of Edgewood Park, 
received an ofllcial telegram convey- 
ing the sad information that their 
son, Clyde Sterry Sawhill, died ot 
wounds received in action, " over 
there" at ar base hospital, on Oc- 
tober 3d. This was a bare informa- 
tion without details, but a very 
considerate and comforting letter 
from the Chaplain of Ihe regiment 
was received later, confirmed the 
information that he had lieen with 
the soldiers at the last and he had 
he"n buried iu the hospital ceme- 
tery with all military honors. It 
was comforting to the sfflioted 
parents to know their boy did not 
lie In an unmarked grave " some- 
where over there." They now calm- 
ly await the official details as to how 
and when he received his wounds 
and the nature. 

Clyde 8 Sawhill belonged to Co. 
E 319th Infantry, 80th Division. 
He was first-class private and left 
for Camp Lee with the first contin- 
gent of 11 men from Edgewood 
Park and Swissvale, September 6th, 
1917. Clyde Sawhill was an artist 
of no mean ability, as attested by 
the fact that he was chosen the 
Camp Lee artist and with a squad 
of artists under him be decorated 
the Camp Lee theatre, and painted 
all the scenery, and these at the lime 
created quite a stir. 

The regiment sailed for France 
iu May, 1918, and was fourteen days 
getting over. Brewster R. Sa«rhill, 
the brother, of Co. D, 311 Machine 
Gun Battalion, 70th Division, who 
went over later from Camp Meade, 
made the voyage In less then half 
that time. The U-lmats were not so 
dangerous then, perhaps. 

Clyde Sawhill was popular in bis 
regiment "Over there" he was 
acting corporal, and before going to 
the front promoted to full corporal. 
It is not yet known Just when and 
under what circumstances he re- 
ceived the wounds from which he 
tiled. From news accounts bis 
friends helived he was on the 
gonne front. 

Since receiving notice of 
death of her son, Mrs, Sawhill 
learned that her nephew, Victor L. 
Kobb, of Indiana, had also died of 
wounds, October 7th. 

Mrs. Sawhill's father was a Civil 
War veteran and took great pride 
in his grandson, Clyde, as he was 
born on his birthday, August 17th. 
We wonder if there are any 
other deaf parents, who have lost 
a son "over there." We know 
there are many there, bnt have 
heard of no other "supreme sacri- 
fice" among them. 

The mother of Mrs. James Pool, 
of Hunkers, who lived with a 
daughter in Wllklnsburg, passed 
unto her eternal reward, October 
2l8t, after a lingering illness, at an 
advanced age. She was well-known 
in Wilkinsburg and Mrs. Pool was 
here frequently to visit her. Mrs. 
Pool has the sympathy of many 
friends. 

We learn that Mr. Charles A. 
Kepp, of Philadelphia, who bad 
charge of our cabinet shop for a 
short time alter Mr. Harman went 
away to assist Uncle Sam, is now 
located In a similar capacity at the 
Nebraska School for the Deaf. We 
hope the climatic conditions out 
there are more favorable tu him than 
they were here, and suooem to bim. 
On account of the " closing" due 
to the Influenza, there has been 
no pnblio ineetinRof the Pittsburgh 
deaf for quite a while, and in consa- 
quence there is little to record a* to 
their doings, bat they will make up 
when the ban Is lifted. The 
"outside" and the country, bow- 
ever, are not banned, so October 8d 
found Mr. and Mrs. Tnegarden hik- 
ing over the hills to " the farm," 
where they revelled in things rustio 
«nd acquired appetite* prodigious. 
A tramp " over the hills and far 
away" in bracing weather ia the 
best, sort of tonic, and they surely 
profittHl by the outing and are ready 
fur mote of the same kind when up- 
portunty invites.

We give below some of the main 
points of the twenty-first Annual 
Report of the Ohio Home for Aged 
and Infirm Deaf for the year end- 
ing August Slat, 1918 The mana- 
gers regret to report a serious loss 
by fire of the Garage and its con- 
tents last May, all of which have 
been made good with the amount of 
insurance received, and the hearty 
responses of the alumni and friends. 

As per request the Superinten- 
dent of the Home kept on account 
of all things raised, consumed and 
sold during 1917, and he complied 
giving an itemized list witli the 
market value at the time of produc- 
tion of every article. There are 40 
different articles in the list, with the 
amount received for each. Milk 
value $783.94, wheat $751.70, corn 
$567.50, hotrs and pigs $533.48, 
potatoes $420, silage $300, hay $525, 
calves $120, pasture $112, and soon 
down to radishes, 65 cents, the least 
received for.

George 
Sheely aged 77, who hsd a mania 
as a wanderer, left the Home a 
year ago and has not l>een found 
since, and Miss Pearl Sutton was 
takrn to a Sanitarium in July for 
treatment, and it is hoped she will 
return.

From the treasurer's report the 
general financial statement for the 
year shows that the total receipts for 
the year including balances from the 
year previous were $23,441.02, the 
total expenditures $5,318 11, leaving 
a l)alance of $18,123.91.

occupancy. While no details have 
been worked out, these mannfactar- 
ers are holding themselves in readi- 
ness to oo operate fully with the 
federal authorities in charge of the 
reconstruction hospital here.

While C >lumbus like other cities 
had its share of the Spanish influ- 
enza, though not as severe as some 
of them, yet the pupils of the 
school escaped its attacks. As far 
as we know not one pupil was sick 
with the malady. This probtbly 
was due to their l)eing quarantined 
as soon as the disease reached the 
city. Most of them too were in- 
oculated with a serum injection as 
preventive. 

Columbus went wild Thursday 
noon upon llie announcement that 
the Huns had quit. Church chimes 
played, bells rung, whistles blew 
and "Old Glory" was hung up from 
many residences. People were out 
on their porches talking to next 
dooi neigh l)or8, and those who had 
not yet l)een informed of the tu- 
mult asked the cause. Employes 
and pupils of the school were taking 
dinner, and when informed of the 
news, hurrahs, clapping of hands, 
ami cheering gave way to eating. 
Everybody expressed gladness of 
the news and felt certain now that 
there would be no need of saying 
goodbye to the school for acme 
yearsi to come. 

The quarantine has been lifted, 
and the older pupils allowed to go 
up street lo join the crowds or wit- 
ness them, while the younger classes 
went up with their teachers. 

The employes of shops, factories, 
and stores quit their work and 
formed parades, maiching on High 
Street, carrying flags of the entente 
allies, whislltug, blowing horns, 
joined by those on automobiles, 
and singing patriotic songs as they 
passed along. High Street was 
blocked for squares. 

In the evening, there were more 
parades, and speeches on the west 
fj-ont of the Capitol by Governor 
Cox and Mayor Karb. 

Says the State Journal: 

With their ears closed to the 
outside world, but their hearts 
and minds aflame with patriotism, 
lioys and girls of the State School 
for the Deaf joined in the jollifica- 
tion yesterday. 

At noon they Assembled on the 
grounds and {rare their school 
"yells and cheers." They then 
received a half holiday. Older 
children were permitted to go into 
the city The younger students 
were also allowed to go into the 
city crowds, accompanied by teach- 
ers. 

"The children are just as true 
and understand what peace means 
lo them as other Americans," said 
John W. Jones, Superintendent. 
"Their joy was increased, pro 
bably, l)y the fact that they will be 
allowed to stay at the school here if 
the war has ended "
